Bills that OEMS have been assigned as lead  
HB1447- (Orrack)   Allow paramedics who are employed or engaged at a medical care 
facility to administer controlled substances 
 

Controlled substances; administration by paramedics. Allows paramedics certified by the 
Board of Health who act pursuant to an oral or written order or standing protocol and who 
are employed or engaged at a medical care facility to administer controlled substances. 

 
Practicing under Hospital is not in the triangle, they would be functioning under DHP 
 
HB 1449 (Orrack) – adopt a process to allow EMS providers to administer personal 
medications   Factor 8 concentrate – on MDC agenda 1/5/23.    
 

Secretary of Health and Human Resources; administration of prescription medication by 
emergency medical services providers. Directs the Secretary of Health and Human 
Resources to adopt a process to allow emergency medical services providers to administer 
prescription medication to persons under certain circumstances. 

HB 1472 (Fowler) – seeks to change code to show OEMS as essential service. 

Provision of emergency medical services by localities. Requires each locality to ensure 
that essential emergency medical services are maintained throughout the entire locality.
